| cruise from Miami to Nassau 
for as little as $50.00 including 
eight meals: «board the skip ead 
using the ship as your hotel, if 
you wish, but don’t believe the 
brochure which tells you that 
“Nassau is delightfully eool in 
summer and warm in winter.” 
No doubt it is warm in winter 
but it is as hot as ham in the 
summer. It ig a tropical heat 
that at times would seem unbear- 
agle were it not for the resusi- 
tating breeze that sweeps in from 
the Ocean. You may stop over 
in Nassau and catch a later boat 
back if you wish. The boat leav- 
es Nassau every Wednesday at 
6:00 p. m and arrives back in 
Miami at approximately 8:00 a. 
m. the next morning. If I were 
going to make the trip again 
I would board the S. 5. Evange- 
line, which is completely air-con- 
ditioned, but which also stops at 
Havana, which I detest. It is the 
reason I seleced the “Nassau” al- 
though I could have swallowed 
my contempt for Havana and 
taken my young companion on, 
I suppose. 

The meals are superb on 
board. One gets Rhode Island 
duck with wild rice for lunch 
and other delicacies which orig- 
inally seem like holiday fare.

If one plans to stay ashore 
arrangement must be made when 
he leaves the ship for inspec- 
tions by the customs officers. This 
we did not do since we had not 
actually planned to stay ashore 
until we got underway. However, 
an audience with the purser as- 
sured us that alighting for the 
night was possible without too 
much or ado. We simply car 
ried our bags ashore (we thought) 
and hailed a taxi when who 
comes tearing after us but a 
customs officer wanting to know 
how come? We assured him we 
had no intentions of smuggling 
and offered our baggage for ex- 
amination.

Arriving at 
the Royal Vic, as it is affec 
tionately called, we found the 
elaborate tropical gardens for 
which it is famous, a pleasant 
Britisher on duty at the desk, 
and eventually an air-condition- 
ed room with the peculiar tele- 
phone for which Britian is uni- 
que.
